Doctors say that 1he con- 
dition. which is characterized 
by an acute onset of con- 
vulsions, fever, shock, water 
diarrhoea and signs of kidney 
and liver failure. has been 
recognised in 10 children ai a 
single centre, ovcr 12 months. 
The disease they say, may be 
common. 

There are similarities 
between {he cases and a viral 
disease, Congo-Crimean hacm- 
orrhagic fever, not known to 
occur in Britain. 

No evidence of exposure tO 
drugs, poisons, or toxins was 
found in any of the infants, aged 
between thre and cıght 
months,

M. F. K. Fisher is the 
dowager queen of writers on 
browsing and sluicing for the 
American press, particularly the 
New Yorker. If a food writer 
refers en passant Lo everybody 
from Robert Burton to the 
Beales and The Dcipnosophists, 
if she makes jokes and tells 
stories, if she is witty as well as 
learned, that will be Fisher, In 
theory this book offers more 
than 140 of her favourite and 
most farnous recipes from Tripe 
Petronius to St Helena Flim- 
flams. No doubt they are 
delicious, and presented in suçh 
a way that one could cook them 
oneself, if one decided that one 
wanted 0 other an 
grapenuts.

Bill. tlhe new Poor Law, to 
mention but a few. She was 
unfailingly interested in whal 
was happening in her world, 
and her memory (aided by her 
diaries) is spectacularly selec- 
tive.

The sixth of eight children in 
a liberal Unitarian Norwich 
family. she enjoyed the com- 
forts and privileges e 2 
prosperous middle-class back- 
ground.

Harriet Martineau - the name 
iiself is slightly forbidding, and 
forbidding in many ways ihe 
owner of it must have been, 
according to nineteenth-century 
testimony. Reading period 
memoirs, one has 1he im- 
pression that Harriet Martineau 
(1802-1876) was not easy to 
escape from, a feeling which her 
remarkable autobiography — all 
1.000 pages -— reinforces.

From Lord McCarthy 

Sir, ln The Doctor's Dilemma Shaw 
introduces a “Newspaper Mau" who 
is “disabled for ordinary business 
pursuits by a congenital erroneous- 
nesş which renders him incapable of 
describing accurately anything he 
sees, or understanding or reporting 
accurately anything he hears." May I 
be allowed to nominate Bernard 
Levin for the Shaw Award of the 
year? 

His account of our feasibility 
study for a new Labour newspaper 
(The Times. July 4} must surely 
qualify him for this prize. To take 
but a few points at random: the 
figure of 300.000 was based on a 
market-research survey undertaken 
by an independent agency with 
unrivalled experience in this field. It 
was not worked out by me. The 
prospect of “breaking even” at this 
figure arises frn the AC we propose 
that the new paper would not be 
printed in Fleet Street and would 
make the most effective use of the 


latest technology. 
Far fom suggesting, that ils editor 
would be required 1o “follow 


unswervingly the political line of the 
labour movement” the report makes 
it clear that he should “certainly not 
shrink from criticism of the 
movement's institutions or policies 
- as well as those of the business 
world and the political parties." 

The suggestion that the editor 
would have to “answer to the 
general secretaries of the TUC and 
the Labour Party” is quite without 
foundation. Chapter six makes it 
evident That their role would be to 
provide a further safeguard against 
interference by other mernbers of 
the trust. 

Indeed. the very notion of a trust, 
which finds no place in Mr Levin's 
account of things, is designed to 
protect editoriai independence and 
is modelled on the example of The 
Guardian. This was the device 
which successfully preserved the 
independence of the editor of The 
Observer. unlil 1976. It also safc- 
guarded the position of the editor of 
The Times. until 1967. It is 
advanced because it it thought to 
offer “the greatest degree of editorial 
freedom and the best opportunity 
for establishing a newspaper whose 
policies and character best withstand 
the changing mes.” 2 

Thus tf a new Labour daily were 
established on the lines suggested, its 
editor and staff would have more 
freedom from day-to-day pressure 
and the threat of sudden dismissal 
than any in Fleet Strect — 1 cannot 
speak for the position of freclance 
comic colurinists. 

Of course there are reasonable 
grounds on which to doubt whether 
the proposals advanced are feasible. 
We assume that “commercial 
considerations would outweigh any 
reluctance on the part of advertisers 
10 advertise in a Labour paper based 
on prejudice or political bias.” Mr 
Levin may weli wish to argue that he 
knows them better than we do and 
thinks they are much more bigoted 
than we assume.

statistics for the last five years 
actually show 13.6:1 in its favour. 

The suggestion that roll-over 
accidents are responsible for para- 
plegic conditions is therefore ~ not 
only in theory but in practice — of 
little relevance to passengers. 
It is also irrelevant to Mr Dencer’s 
own work as a plastic surgeon 
because the unfortuntate admidents 
which he deals with, insofar as they 
relate to coaches and not to cars, 
even though they count as roll-over 
accidents, are not related to body 
streugth. 1 

A coach whiçh skids on its side — 
and there has been one such 
accident this year — does not suffer 
from the collapse of structural 
pillars. It is therefore difficult to see 
the relevance of the point which Mr 
Dencer is making. However,.it is
